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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Ref V does not teach using 
option market data in real time. Nordlicht teaches in paragraphs 9-15 that option market data is in real time. 

Next, Applicant argues that Ref. V does not identify trade-through transactions prior to completion. Applicant is advised to review page 31 
of Ref. V. Here, Exchange Act teaches that a broker is required to disclose to a customer transaction information before completion of 
transaction. 

Regarding claim 7 and 20, Nordlicht clearly shows tabulated transaction data in Figure 7A. Ref. V provides that identified trade-at and 
trade-through transaction data and tabulated data is nothing more than formating the data and displaying such data in rows and columns 
with minimal calculations. 
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
